A man was scolding his son 
about not getting a job. He told 
him, “When I was your age I 
worked in a store for three dol- 
lars a week and in five years I 
owned the store.” The boy re- 
plied, “Dad, you can’t do that 
today, stores have cash regis- 
ters!” 

As you drive along north 
Main Street in West Libeerty 
you can’t help but notice a dis- 
play of pumpkins, cushaws 
and Indian corn at the Herky 
Allen residence. Herky has been 
selling fall items at this loca- 
tion for the past few years. He 



grows them on his farm at 
Dehart, where he grew up. 

I noticed that most of the 
time no one is “minding the 
store,” and I asked Herky how 
he sold his merchandise without 
being on the premises. He re- 
plied, “It’s simple! I have each 
item priced and I’ve placed a 
box on the pumpkin rack for 
customers to deposit their 
money. When people want 
something, they pick it out and 
put their money in the box!!” 
Herky doesn’t need a cash reg- 
ister! Is that trusting or not? 

I asked Herky if he felt ev- 
eryone would be honest and pay. 



He replied, “I trust people. For 
a pumpkin — I’m not going to 
worry about it. I feel everyone 
is paying as there is always 
money in the box.” 

Herky retired a few years ago 
and since then he works at vari- 
ous odd jobs and has irregular 
hours at home; so he isn’t home 
at the same time each day. In 
talking to Herky about the un- 
usual arrangement for selling 
pumpkins you get the idea he 
thinks everyone is as honest as 
he is! 

Herky’s pumpkin stand 
speaks a lot for West Liberty and 
Morgan County.

Morgan schools’ 
CATS testing 
scores released 

The Kentucky Department of 
Education recently released 
Commonwealth Accountability 
Testing System (CATS) scores 
for the 2007-2008 accountability 
cycle. 

The CATS system evaluates 
Kentucky public schools every 
two years in seven subjects as 
well as other indicators, includ- 
ing attendance, retention and 
dropout rates. 

Every public school in the 
Kentucky is required to attain a 
score of 100 points out of a pos- 
sible 140 points by 2014. Ezel 
Elementary School was recog- 
nized as a Pace-Setting School 
because it has already exceeded

Morgan native 
is wounded in 
Afghanistan 

Sgt. Kelly Keck, a West Lib- 
erty native and son of Mrs. 
Sandra Sharp of Cow Branch 
Road, was seriously injured on 
Sept. 12 by an IED (improvised 
explosive device) while on patrol 
in Afghanistan. 

Sgt. Keck, a 1st Infantry Di- 
vision combat medic, was riding 
in one of the Army’s new MRAP 
(Mine Resistant Ambushed Pro- 
tected) vehicles when his convoy 
was attacked. Sgt. Keck’s vehicle 
was struck by an IED, stunning 
him and others in the vehicle, but 
causing no injuries. He was 
wounded when he got out of the 
vehicle to look for casualties and 
a second IED was detonated by 
Taliban fighters, mangling his 
hand and leg.

WASHINGTON, D.C., Sept. 
12 - U.S. Representative Harold 
“Hal” Rogers (Ky.-5th) an- 
nounced today that the Morehead 
State University (MSU) Institute 
for Regional Analysis and Pub- 
lic Policy (IRAPP) will receive 
a $1,684,000 federal grant to 
help disadvantaged middle and 
high school students and parents 
prepare for the college experi- 
ence and offer additional tutor- 
ing in the areas of science and 
mathematics.

Brother’s Keeper 




Kelly and Matthew in Afghanistan. 



NOTE: The following was 
submitted for publication by Mrs. 
Sandra Spencer Tharp after 
learning that her son, Sgt. Kelly 
Keck, had been severely wounded 
in Afghanistan. 

July 24, 2008 was a memo- 
rable day for Sgt. Kelly Keck 
(Army medic) and his brother, 
2nd Lieut. Matthew Kellogg. 
They were leaving the gym at Ft. 
Hood, Texas to fly to Afghani- 
stan where they would be sta- 
tioned only a mile and a half apart 
for the next year. Over the next 
two months Kelly got to see Mat- 
thew every time he went to pick 
up supplies and often at times 
when Matthew went to visit him. 

Matthew had a special feeling 
about being placed near Kelly. 
He had his mother pray with him 
before leaving officer’s training 
in Georgia that he’d be sent to Ft. 
Hood and possibly in the same 
company. They both are in Char- 
ley Company, and to Matthew’s 
surprise, he even later became 
trained for medical emergencies 
under his brother Kelly’s teach- 
ing. Until that class, most of their 
fellow soldiers did not know that 
they were brothers. 

On Sept. 13, Kelly Keck was 
engaged in locating land mines 
in Afghanistan when he opened 
the door of his Humve and 
stepped directly onto a mine! 
This was his second incident in 
war, as only about two weeks 
earlier on a similar maneuver, 
Kelly was traveling with four 
vehicles and they suddenly came 
under attack. His hummer was 
last in line, and the driver did not 
want to let him out of the vehicle 
as the other troops jumped out, 
but he ended up getting out and 
assisted in maintaining security 
over the vehicles in the convoy. 
When the mine accident occurred 
Kelly’s unit had not yet returned 
to its base, due to repairs not fin- 



ished. Kelly hoped that the first 
incident would prove to be his 
last induction into war. 

Somehow Matthew knew that 
his assignment to Afghanistan 
was beyond fighting a war. He 
felt certain that he was there for 
his brother’s benefit. He there- 
fore played the possible scene of 
such an incident over and over 
in his mind to prepare ahead of 
time for his reaction. When the 
ambulance pulled into the tent 
site for bringing in wounded 
men, Matthew sensed that it was 
his brother. Suddenly he heard 
Kelly calling his name over and 
over. He was not ready for the 
outcome. The blast had made it 
necessary to remove Kelly’s fin- 
gers on his left hand and his right 
leg below the knee. 

As Matthew took his hand and 
looked into his face, Kelly told 
him to please tell everyone in his 
family that he loved them very 
much and to do whatever neces- 
sary with his body parts. Mat- 
thew knew that he was in great 
shock. Again Matthew knew that 
God had allowed him to be 
present and bring comfort to his 
brother. 

Are we our brother’s keeper? 
If you have any doubt then ask 
2nd Lieut. Matthew Kellogg. He 
learned about loving his brothers 
from his Heavenly Father. He’s 
there for all of you, too, and He’ll 
take you into His family. All you 
have to do is ask. Simple? Then 
why not do it? The life you save 
may be your brother’s, sister’s, 
mother’s or dad’s. The wars 
aren’t always physical. They’re 
in the heart. When you hear a 
knock on your heart door... open 
it. You may be called to be a 
Brother’s Keeper on your own 
homeland! 

Thanks fel- 
low soldiers of all ranks and 
places of duty for keeping our 
land free.

this goal with a 2006-2008 bien- 
nium score of 106.5 points. 

Statewide results show that 
the Total Accountability Index 
for all Kentucky schools has in- 
creased 81.8 in 2007 to 82.2 in 
2008, a gain of 0.4 points. Ap- 
proximately 51.4 percent of Ken- 
tucky schools met their goal for 
the 2006-2008 biennium. 

The Morgan County school 
district received a cumulative 
score of 79.9 for the 2006-2008 
biennium, falling 4.1 points short 
of its improvement goal of 84.0 
points. 

Four local schools met im- 
provement goals with the follow- 
ing combined index scores for 
the 2006-2008 biennium: 

East Valley Elementary, 82.3 
points (goal was 81.2 points); 
Ezel Elementary School, 106.5 
points (goal was 89.3 points); 
Morgan Central Elementary 
School, 92.5 points (goal was 
86.2 points); and West Liberty 
Elementary School, 92.5 points 
(goal was 86.2 points). 

Morgan County Middle 
School and Morgan County High 
School did not meet improve- 
ment goals for the 2006-2008 bi- 
ennium, but are listed as “pro- 
gressing” with scores of 76.6 
points and 70.5 points, respec- 
tively (goals were 82.7 points and 
82.0 points). 

Superintendent of Schools Joe 
Dan Gold said school officials 
are pleased with overall CATS 
results. 

“We are excited about our 
scores,” Gold said. “There is still 
significant work to be done in 
order to meet the goal of 100 
points by 2014, however. The 
school district will soon have in- 
dividual student scores available 
to parents at a later date.”

According to Sgt. Keck’s 
brother, 2nd Lt. Matthew 
Kellogg, who was servings in the 
same area, Sgt. Keck was treated 
at a field hospital, where his right 
leg had to be amputated below 
the knee to save his life. He also 
lost the fingers on his left hand. 
He was scheduled to be flown to 
Germany Tuesday of this week, 
en route to the Walter Reed Army 
Hospital in Washington, D.C. 

Lt. Kellogg was at the field 
hospital when Sgt. Keck was 
brought in from the field and 
staid at his side until he was 
evacuated. The brothers are 
grandsons of the late Dr. and Mrs. 
Alec Spencer of West Liberty. 

Sgt. Keck, a former resident 
of Morehead and a Morehead 
State University graduate, served 
four years in the U.S. Marines 
prior to his enlistment in the 
Army. He had been in Afghani- 
stan for two months operating 
from a forward operating base 
near Islamabad from which his 
unit conducted operations to lo- 
cate and destroy enemy IEDs. 
According to his brother, Keck’s 
unit had been ambushed two 
weeks earlier in the same area 
when his convoy was struck by 
IEDS and he and his comrades 
had to fight off Taliban fighters 
who were using rifles and rocket 
propelled grenades. 

Sgt. Keck was awarded a 
Purple Heart medal prior to his 
departure from Afghanistan.

All Commodities Field Day Sept. 
25 offers something for everyone 
to learn and enjoy at the Quick- 
sand office and grounds near 
Jackson.

Henry’s father 
is Isaac and Isaac’s father is 
Solomon. Tilden Bach, our vice 
president, isn’t very well.

Purnell still insists that his 
team’s failures begin with the 
lack of size and strength up front.

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The Sparkplug 
Sidelined 

The sparkplug. There’s one on 
every team. Kentucky has had its 
share over the years. Players such 
as Mark Higgs, Anthony White, 
Craig Yeast and Derek Abney not 
only provided the offensive fire- 
power, but also proven leader- 
ship. And each player was criti- 
cal to his team’s success. 

Now in the new season, UK 
appeared to have found a new 
sparkplug in freshman sensation 
Randall Cobb. The former Ten- 
nessee “Mr. Football” led the 
Cats in receiving against Louis- 
ville before leading UK to vic- 
tory over Norfolk State. With 
starter Mike Hartline struggling 
to move the offense, Cobb scored 
a pair of rushing touchdowns and 
threw for another in the first half 
alone. The rookie QB finished 
with 48 yards rushing and an- 
other 87 yards through the air as 
the Cats won their second 
straight game. 

However, an ankle injury 
against Middle Tennessee State 
has landed Cobb on the injured 
list indefinitely. After practice on 
Tuesday, UK Coach Rich Brooks 
described Cobb’s injury as a 
“high ankle sprain” and said the 
freshman would probably be out 
“longer than anybody” — which 
could mean two to six weeks, if 
not longer. 

Cobb’s absence is bad news 
for a Wildcat offense in dire need 
of a “do everything” type player. 

In UK’s media guide, Cobb is 
listed as a “ Quaarterback/Ath- 
lete.” He was a dual threat QB 
on four consecutive state cham- 
pionship teams at Tennessee’s 
Alcoa High School. As a senior, 
Cobb tallied over 2,500 yards of 
total offense and accounted for 
35 touchdowns — including 13 
rushing scores. He was also 
tabbed as one of the country’s top 
100 high school defensive backs. 

There’s no question that Cobb 
energized the Kentucky offense. 
Fans at commonwealth Stadium 
showed their affection for the 
freshman with loud cheers — and 
in turn unloaded a chorus of boos 
upon Hartline as he returned to 
the Norfolk State game in the 
third quarter. And while Cobb 
deserved the fans’ adoration, the 
verbal abuse of Hartline was a 
pathetic gesture. In fact, Brooks 
said he was “sick to his stomach” 
that UK fans would chastise 
Hartline, adding that “there’s no 
place for that in our stadium.” 

Now fans have no choice but 
to support Hartline. With Cobb 
on crutches, sophomore Will 
Fidler moves into the backup 
role — and right now, that’s not an 
option. The extent of his game 
experience consists of 106 yards 
passing in a UK junior varsity 
game and a touchdown pass in 
the Blue- White game. 

The Wildcats are off this Sat- 
urday — giving Cobb and extra 
week to mend. Kentucky will 
host Western Kentucky Septem- 
ber 27 before opening SEC play 
at Alabama.

Wayne Levandowski, shown above with his latest creation, is at 
it again. The local craftsman, who lives on Old Ky. 1 72 near West 
Liberty is noted for building handsome replicas of cars, trucks, 
etc., from native woods. This time, it’s a model of a vintage World 
War I airplane — a German Fokker D VII bi-wing fighter plane that 
was far superior to Allied planes of the era. The famous German 
ace, Baron Manfred von Richthoven — the renown “Red Baron,” 
who scored 80 confirmed air combat victories over Allied pilots 
during the war, helped develop the fighter but never flew it. The 
Allies confiscated large numbers of D VII aircraft after the war 
and it was widely used by other countries for several years.

MSU Board of Regents 
meets in West Liberty 



WEST LIBERTY, Ky.— 
Morehead State University’s fall 
enrollment will increase slightly 
for the second consecutive year, 
according to estimates given Sept. 
11 to the Board of Regents. 

Provost Karla Hughes told the 
Regents at their quarterly meet- 
ing at MSU’s West Liberty re- 
gional campus that early indica- 
tions support an enrollment of 
9,107 compared to 9,066 in the 
fall of 2007. She also reported 
that the incoming freshman class 
apparently will have the highest 
ACT composite averages in 
school history at 21.6. Official 
enrollment figures will be re- 
ported next month to the Council 
on Postsecondary Education. 

As part of the business session 
at MSU’s Regional Enterprise 
Center, the Regents honored a 
former president and a longtime 
board member. 

The Regents voted unani- 
mously to rename Thompson Hall 
on the MSU Morehead campus as 
Grote-Thompson Hall in recogni- 
tion of Dr. C. Nelson Grote’s ser- 
vice as MSU’s 11th president 
(1987-92) and his continued sup- 
port of the institution. A ceremony 
to mark the name change will be 
held on Saturday, Oct. 18, during 



Homecoming activities. 

The Board also approved a 
commendation for former regent 
Helen Pennington of West Lib- 
erty for her 17 years as a board 
member, the fourth longest ten- 
ure of any citizen member. 
Pennington is a retired middle 
school principal. 

The Regents approved estab- 
lishment of the MSU’s 21st Cen- 
tury Education Enterprise Inc, a 
non-profit corporation to seek 
grants and contracts to provide 
educational leadership, profes- 
sional development and class- 
room technology innovations in 
Kentucky’s P-12 schools. 

The organization’s initial 
board of directors will be com- 
prised of Dr. Cathy Gunn, dean 
College of Education; Henry 
Hunt, CEO of Kentucky 
Dataseam Initiative, and Porter 
Dailey, director of the Regional 
Enterprise Center. 

In other business, the Regents 
awarded tenure to Barbra Lewis, 
associate professor of veterinary 
technology, and granted emeritus 
status to Linda Lowe, librarian II. 

A work session will be held by 
the board on Thursday, Nov. 20, 
with the next regular quarterly 
meeting set for Dec. 4.

Summer is here! Build your nest with us. 
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Silver Mine Legend lured 
searchers for 200 years 



Part Four Of A Series 



(EDITOR’S NOTE: Despite 
debunkers, the tale of Jonathan 
Swift and his lost silver mines and 
Swift’s adventures in the wilder- 
ness of what is now this area of 
Eastern Kentucky has intrigued 
Kentuckians of all walks of life 
since the days of Daniel Boone. 
For well over 200 years, many 
have searched for the mines and 
caches of silver bars and coins 
recorded in a Journal supposedly 
kept by Swift and entrusted to a 
woman who befriended him as he 
lay dying. But as far as is known, 
no one to date has been success- 
ful and the story of the mine and 
its treasure remains a mystery. 
The following account of Swift 
and his comrades, gleaned from 
various historical works, was 
written by Earl W. Kinner, Sr., 
late publisher of this newspaper, 
and is reprinted from a June 1963 
edition of this paper.) 



Dr. Thomas D. Clark in his 
History of Kentucky says ma- 
rauding Indians killed some of 
Swift’s pack mules and forced 
him to cache his silver ore and 
depart. “Scenes of these activi- 
ties,” Clark says, “were along the 
Red River.” 

Likewise, Collins’ history and 
Kerr’s also point to the Red River 
locale. Judge Haywood’s Tennes- 
see history leads to the same area. 
And so do all early histories and 
the legend, too. 

Collins’ history, page 237, re- 
ports that first visitors into East 
Kentucky were parties who came 
into Floyd county at various times 
before the Revolutionary War to 
search for Swift’s mine, “and 
worked it” (both Wolfe and Mor- 
gan originally were part of 
Floyd). 

Though mostly legend today, 
Swift and his Silver Mine was 
common knowledge among the 
settlers of Western Virginia and 
North Carolina in the period be- 
tween the French and Indian War 
(1754-62) and the Revolutionary 
War, all historians say. In fact, 
they report, prospectors seeking 
the fabled mine, and Indian trad- 
ers preceded settlers into Ken- 
tucky and the Ohio country, also 
into what is now East Kentucky. 
Boone records in his biography 



he was in East Kentucky in 1769 
and spent the winter there, prob- 
ably on Beaver Creek in what is 
Floyd county. He was accompa- 
nied by John Findley, a fur trader, 
and Collins reports they came 
into the Red River country. 
Collins also reports that before 
the French and Indian War Col. 
James Harrod, later to help estab- 
lish Harrodsburg, and James 
Adair, later to take prominent part 
in early Kentucky, both had 
traded with the Overhill Indians; 
and Adair, according to Kerr’s 
history, reported knowledge of 
silver mining in East Kentucky. 
Col. Harrod years later was mur- 
dered by a companion while the 
two were in the wilds of East 
Kentucky to hunt Swift’s mine 
near the three forks of the Ken- 
tucky River, according to Kerr’s 
history. 

If Swift’s Mine is only legend 
today, it was common knowledge 
on the western fringe of Virginia 
and the Carolinas just after the 
French and Indian War. News was 
brought back by traders and hardy 
adventurers, and also by soldiers 
returning from the war who had 
heard of the mine. Swift, it is 
known, was with (British) Gen- 
eral Braddock in 1755 (during the 
French and Indian War). His Jour- 
nal says he was delayed in his 
search for the mine by the French 
and Indian War. 

But in 1760, Swift and the 
French boy Mundy, accompanied 
by Staley, McClintock, Ireland 
and Blackburn, and some friendly 
Shawnees discovered the mine. 

Next year they took out their 
first pack train, leaving from Al- 
exandria June 25, going by way 
of Fort Pitt (Pittsburg) where they 
were joined by the friendly 
Shawnees and a few Frenchmen; 
then via the Kanawah River, 
thence due west to the forks of 
the Great Sandy. Here the party 
divided. Some went up the west 
fork, and the others continued due 
west. “Later the mines were con- 
nected with shorter roads,” the 
Journal records. They spent the 
summer developing the mines. 
After three months Swift and oth- 
ers set out for Alexandria, arriv- 
ing there Dec. 2, 1761. Others 
were left at the mines to continue 
to work the mines.
